EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
REMARKS from pages 4 thru 6 from the April 21, 2008 Appeal Brief regarding claim 5 
are persuasive regarding the deficiency of the previous Office Action. The limitations 
"(1) and (2)" noted by the Applicant, in combination with the other claim language, that 
are not taught by Ginter provide a line of demarcation over the prior art of record. 
Claims 7 and 19 that depend from claim 5 are also allowable. Thus, claims 5, 7 and 19 
are allowable over the prior art of record.
